Tax Suit Here 
May Test 
Closing Laws

A tax suit brough by a prosegre- 
gation Atlanta attorney may pro- 
vide the vehicle for a test in the 
State Supreme Court of the prin- 
ciple behind Georgia’s school- 
closing laws. 


Another attorney, who asked 
that his name not be used at pres- 
ent, told The Constitution that 
such a challenge of the segrega- 
tion laws is forthcoming. 


This is the first time state 
courts have faced the possibility 
of ruling on Georgia’s segregation 
barriers. All previous tests have 
been in federal courts. 


The case in question is a suit 
brought by Hilltop Apartments, 
Inc., and its president, Moreton 
Rolleston Jr., asking to bar the 
city from levying against the cor- 
poration for 1959 city school taxes 

Rollestone’s suit relies on a 1959 
act passed at the urging of Gov. 
Vandiver. 


The law, relating to cities’ pow- 
ers to tax for schools, holds 
“If it shall be held by any court 
of competent jurisdiction that the 
support of separate public schools 
for the white and colored races is 
illegal or violative of the consti- 
tutional rights of any person... 
then all power conferred upon any

In CD Test

Atlanta ‘‘evacuated”’ 500,000 citi- 
zens in a mock civil defense alert 
Tuesday afternoon but it was all 
for nothing — no bombs fell on 
the city. 


All the action was in south 
Georgia. Albany was hit. Savan- 
nah was hit. And a hydrogen cloud 
was reported in Alabama, just 
west of LaGrange. 


But the Fulton-DeKalb area got 
a lesser workout than in past 
evacuation exercises, said Atlanta 
Civil Defense Director Elliott 
Jackson. 


The evacuation — part of a na- 
tional alert — was 
from Civil Defense headquarters 
in municipal guditorium. It start- 
ed at 1 p.m. 


The state government was set 
up, theoretically, in Griffin. The 
joint Atlanta-Fulton County gov- 
ernment was in Newnan. The De- 
Kalb government was in Coving- 
ton. 


“Actually, we would be in New- 
nan, too, if this were the real 
thing,”’ Jackson said. 


Jackson and his staff started 
evacuating citizens at 3:40 p.m.— 
ten minutes before the first bomb 
was to hit the city. 


It did not hit. At 4:25 came 
word that the first wave of 
bombers had been dispersed. 


By this time the refugees were 
on 16 gifferent highways out of 
the city.

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GOP Reconsiders

President Eisenhower’s assertion that 
the administration this week will present 
‘a voluntary health insurance plan for the 
aged assures further congressional ¢con- 
sideration of this problem at this session. 


He served notice that the Republican 
Party is snuggling up to the Democrats in 
social legislation. While he went to great 
pains to make it sound like a non-Social- 
ist program, we need not deceive our- 
selves. The GOP has read the handwrit- 
ing on the wall. The message says that 
the political strength of older persons in 
America is now 80 great it cannot be 
ignored. 

The GOP-sponsored program will be 
the alternative to legislation offered by 
Democrats which calls for compulsory in- 
surance through broadened Social Secu- 
rity coverage. The latter is opposed by 
President Eisenhower and other groups, 
including the American Medical Assn. 
They say correctly that it would offer no 
help to several million people over 65 
without Social Security while forcing 
everyone else to pay for such insurance 
whether they want it or need it. 

The voluntary plan also gets away 
from the socialized medical angle to a 
greater extent. 

Interest in both parties in the prob- 
lems of the aged, however, is acknowl- 
edgement that such problems exist. Their 
economic and social ills are undergoing 
the most examination in his- 


an important aspect 
of the question but by no means all of it. 
Compulsory retirement at age 65 and the 
fact that more and — _— ag sd 
ing beyond that age is creating a lar 
and larger body of nonproductive citizens, 
many of whom still could perform use- 
ful jobs. Then, too, many of these who 
already have retired cannot live on the 
Social Security benefits they have re- 
ceived, 

The problems of the aged and the ag- 
ing thus are receiving the most thorough 
examination in the nation’s history with 
powerful lobbies pounding at Congress. 
The fact that both political parties doubt- 
less will have strong planks in their 1960 
presidential platforms bearing on the sub- 
ject indicates the magnitude of the issue.

Limited-War Capability 


Is Security Weakness 


President Eisenhower was back in 
Georgia yesterday to observe the Army's 
weapons show, said to be the most ex- 
tensive in modern history. Coming at a 
time when the Army frequently is criti- 
cized for being armed in the main with 
World War II weapons, the visit has sig- 
nificance. 

Among the controversies of our de- 
fense structure has been the fact that 
Army appropriations have not been suffi- 
cient to bring its weapons system up to 
date. The Army itself has been criticized 
for not using its own appropriations set 
aside for that purpose. The danger lies, 
say the critics, in the Korea-type wars 
we might have to face. 

For these brush-fire wars, the nation 
needs a highly mobile force with tremen- 
dous firepower. 

The idea of massive retaliation as a 
deterrent factor is still the mainstay of 
our Gefense structure. As Roscoe Drum- 
mond points out in his column elsewhere 
on this page today, the United States has 
amassed great strategic striking power. 
This is absolute necessity. But as Drum- 
mond again points out, our greatest dan- 
ger probably is from limited, nonnuclear 
aggression and our lack of limited-war 
nonnuclear capacity. 

There’s little doubt that we could de- 
stroy the Soviet. Union today and that 
they have a similar capability of devas- 
tating the United States. But to depend 
altogether upon strategic striking power 
while neglecting our ability to fight lim- 
ited wars is to invite the latter and, in 
fact, seems to make massive retaliation 
inevitable. 

Meanwhile, the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday began debate on the na- 
tional security budget for the coming 
year. Not only must it consider this 
problem of limited-war capacity but 
development of space weapons and other 
strategic arms. Hope for disarmament 
agreements does not eliminate the cold 
facts—agreements, if any, are for the 
future.

The partnership exhibited un- 
bounded confidence in each 
other’s bids. South’s six diamond 
call was in particular a vote of 
confidence and was interpreted by 
North as an effort to attain the 
ultimate. He, therefore, holding 
two of the three top honors in the 
trump suit, the very valuable king 
of partner’s second bid suit and 
both unbid suit controls, returned 
the compliment by contracting for 
a grand slam in spades. 


West led the king of hearts and 
when dummy appeared, apparent- 
ly everything depended upon the 
successful finesse of the jack of 
diamonds, a 50-50 chance. From 
declarer’s viewpoint that was an 
unpalatable prospect for, when 
essaying a 13 trick contract, one 
ought to be at least a two-to-one 
favorite to fulfill. 


South casting about hit upon a 
plan which offered a better pros- 
pect. If the spades were divided 
3-2, which. was probable, the hand 
could be made without resorting 
to the diamond finesse. Declarer 
immediately returned a heart and 
ruffed it in his hand. He than 
cashed the king of spades and led 
a spade to dummy’s ace. Another 
heart was returned and ruffed 
and dummy was entered again 
with the king of clubs and the 
last heart was ruffed with declar- 
er’s jack of spades. A diamond 
was led to dummy’s ace and the 
last trump was extracted and 
dummy’s losing diamond was dis- 
carded on declarer’s long club. 


Note that declarer had time to 
change his line of play up to the 
point where he played the king of 
spades and led over to dummy’s 
spade. If the trumps had not di- 
vided, he would have extracted 
all the adverse trumps and relied 
on the diamond finesse. However, 
in this case he was able to use 
dummy’s short trumps to extract 
the outstanding trumps and in ef- 
fect make his own hand the 
dummy.

Prisoner Identified 


In 10 Holdups Here 


A 28-year-old paroled convict Tuesday was identi- 
fied in 10 of Atlanta’s 15 armed robberies occurring dur- 
ing a three-day period ending Monday, police said. 


Eight of the robberies were) 
within a 16-hour period Monday. 


Detectives N. W. Flanagan and 
R. E. Nickerson said the suspect, 
Stephen Nathan Jett, was glassy- 
eyed and incoherent -when taken 
into custody only hours after the 
latest robbery. They said he de- 
scribed giving himself injections 
of morphine. 


Jett was caught while attempt- 
ing to break into his mother’s 
home on Hemphill avenue, NW, 
police said. They added he was 
released from prison March 21 
after completing a four-year term 
for robbery imposed in Harris 
County. 


Five other men were picked up 
for questioning. Flanagan and 
Nickerson said none had been 
placed under formal charges. 


The arrest of Jett broke the 
back of a crime wave that began 
in Atlanta Saturday, officers said. 
They said arrests had been made 
in the robberies Saturday of a 
grocery store at 664 Fair St., SW, 
and a laundry station at 737 For- 
rest Rd. 


That, officers said, cleared up 
12 of the 15 armed robberies re- 
ported over the weekend. Two of 
the unsolved cases were street

It belongs to the Atlanta Cere- 
bral Palsy Center, and everybody 
is welcome to spend as much 
time amid the floral splendor as 
he wants. 


The gardens which form a pic- 
turesque setting for the old Cator 
Woolford mansion are regarded 
as one of the most scenic spots 
in Atlanta. 


During dogwood and azalea sea- 
son here thousands of people, 
tourists and Atlantans, do poke 
around in the gardens. Some even 
go on up the hill and look over 
the Woolford home, which is now 
devoted to “‘day care’ for cere- 
bral palsy afflicted children too 
young for the school.

If you’re planning a tour of the 
gardens this spring you might 
want to go on beyond the Wool- 
ford home and see the modern 
new school house which Old News- 
boys Day funds help support. 


The road that curves to the 
right leads past the modernistic 
school building — where you can 
park if you want to — to Mc- 
Lendon avenue. The center is on 
Ponce de Leon near Lakeshore 
drive. 

The gardens now are bright 
with pink and white azaleas and 
the woods are spotted with dog- 
wood blossoms. Here and there. 
a wisteria vine droops its purple 
blossoms. 


It costs nothing to look but the 
gardens are supported by dona- 
tions and there is a metal box 
conveniently located at the en- 
trance for those who want to con- 
tribute. And nobody looks to see 
of you make a contribution, 


Mrs. Martha Allen, who has 
charge of the center’s green- 
house program, said the gardens 
will be even more beautiful in 
the next two or three years. 


“We are teaching our children 
how to make cuttings and trans- 
plantings, and some of them have 
become real good at it. In a year 
or so, we'll probably have some- 
thing besides azaleas in our gar- 
dens.

That is part of the over-all 
picture that emerged this week 
as Atlanta pastors examined 
the community problems of ille- 
gitimacy and adoptions. 


At a meeting of the Greater 
Atlanta Council of Churches, 
Rev. Leon Smith of the Park 
Street Methodist Church, point- 
ed outythat “most of our atten- 
tion has been centered on the 
unwed mother, hence we have 
not given enough consideration 
to the father.”’ 


He said that a committee is 
currently studying the legal sit- 
uation as applied to illegitimacy 
and has reported that the Geor- 
gia law, requiring a man to pay 
$750 for the care of his illegiti- 
mate child, thus discharging his 
entire obligation, is more than 
100 years old. 


NOT IN EVIDENCE 


“It was written when society 
recognized the double standards 
of morality,” he continued. 
While admitting that the ‘‘dou- 
ble standard” is still accepted, 
Rev. Mr. Smith declared it is 
not as much in evidence as it 
was “years ago.” 


A panel discussion on illegiti- 
macy and adoptions highlighted 
the regular meeting of the 
council. Rev. Mr. Smith, Dr. 
Allison Williams of the Trinity 
Presbyterian Church and Rev. 
Lamar Clements, director, So- 
cial Service Division, Atlanta 
Council of Churches, led‘ the dis- 
cussion. 


The trio agreed that “we 
cannot reject the unwed moth- 
er from our churches or from 
society, nor can we take a puni- 
tive attitude toward her. We 
must, instead, have a positive, 
redemptive attitude that moti-

vates us to do everything in our 
power to rehabilitate her and 
restore her to wholesome fam- 
ily and community relation- 
ships.” 


PERSONAL WORTH 


The panel discussion, a fol- 
low-up of a committee study, 
determined the primary causes 
of illegitimacy as personal and 
moral: Personal in the sense 
that the unwed mothers in- 
volved seem to come from 
homes in which they felt un- 
wanted and not loved. Moral 
in that unwed mothers seem 
not to have been given a sense 


of personal worth — a feeling 
that “I am a person who will 
not be degrade. by being used 
as an object.” 

“Of course,” Rev. Mr. Smith 


observed, “we do not wish to 
minimize the influence of poor 
environment, including  sub- 
standard housing, the lack of 
economic security, the lack of— 


or failure to use—educational 
and recreational facilities, and 
changing community and world 
conditions.”’ 

The committee urged the for- 
mation of a representative 
“Urban Renewal” group “for 
the purpose of community-wide 
planning in the area of human 
rehabilitation, similar to what 
is now under way in the ma- 
terial realm.” 


WORK TOGETHER 


“To help with prevention as 
well as rehabilitation,”” Rev. 
Mr. Clements explained, ‘“‘we 
believe the church must begin 
by making more adequate 
training available to ministers 
and other church staff person- 
nel, so that they may” be pro- 
fessionally qualified to counsel 
directly with persons who need 
help or become part of the 
team approach to families. All 
of us—churches, schools and 
other community agencies— 
must work together to strength- 
en family life.” 


The study revealed that most 
cases of illegitimacy ‘‘seem to 
occur among those who are not 


Called Community Problem 


active church members, though 
most unwed mothers claim to 
have had some church affili- 
ation.” 


“But our experience has been 
that most unwed mothers sepa- 
rate themselves from the 
church and try to hide their 
condition,”” Rev. Mr. Clements 
observed. 


The ministers urged support 
of a community-wide Family 
Life Conference, as a way in 
which the entire community 
can strengthen moral and spir- 
itual values in family living. 
“This should be planned im- 
mediately,”’ the ministers de- 
clared. :

Q. I've always had trou- 
ble getting hats to fit me 
perfectly. It hasn’t made too 
much differ- 
ence in the 
past, but now 
I have a hat 
shaped sort 
of like a 
dome, and it 
drives me out 
of my mind 
when I have 
it on. It’s just- 
alittle bit 
larger than 
my head size 
and keeps slipping down 
practically to my eyebrows. 
Is there anything I can do 
to pad it or something, or 
must I take the hat apart? 


A. Good heavens don’t take it 
apart! If you de, you may not 
alter it properly and might put 
it back together wrong. If your 
hat has a grosgrain ribbon 
band inside, and it most likely 
has if it’s shaped like a dome, 
you merely take two small tucks 
in the ribbon in the back, about 
1% inches on either side of the 
center back. Don’t make the 
tucks too big. You'll be very 
much surprised at how little it 
takes to tighten the hat. Be 
careful to make both tucks the 
same size or the hat will not sit 
properly on your head. (See

Q.I don't usually have 
much trouble getting square 
corners on collars, lapels, 
cuffs and pockets, but for the 
life of me I can’t get them 
on very thick, heavy fabrics.

In addition, some hearts dam- 
aged by rheumatic fever can be 
repaired by surgery —but how 
much better it is to avoid than to 
repair such damage.

Other than the Calumet decision, the Derby Trial is creating a 
minimum of excitement. 


There’s far more conversation about barn 42. Tompion, aristo- 
cratic son of Tom Fool, and Bally Ache, the dime-store colt who 
is approaching millionaire status, are keeping company at that site. 
They are expected to be together in front of the pack late Saturday 
afternoon. 


Most of the amateur and professional touts are forecasting a 
two-horse Derby duel. Tompion appears a cinch to go to post 
as a favorite, but Bally Ache has plenty of support. 


Willie Shoemaker, who won with Tomy Lee last year, will be up 
on C. VY. Whitney’s Tompion. Robert Ussery will ride Leonard 
Fruchtman’s Cinderella colt, who has returned more than a half 
million from a $2,500 investment. 


Speaking of riders, the Derby won't seem official without Eddie 
Arcaro on the scene. The premier jockey doesn’t have a mount 
this outing, and he isn’t coming down from New York just for the 
ride. Arcaro has ridden in more Derbies (17) and won more (5) 
than any other jockey.

The Derby Trial is over now and Hillsborough did nothing to 
enhance his chances of starting in the Derby. In fact, Pied D’Or 
was far more impressive than his highly regarded stablemate. 


Hillsborough broke 11th, dropped back to last and made a mild 
run from the outside down the stretch to finish sixth. Fango, third 
member of the Calumet, was seventh. 


After the horses returned to the barn. Jones intimated that 
Hillsborough and Fango would remain there Saturday afternoon. 
Pied d’Or may have earned a starting berth. 


“I was very pleased with Pied d’Or’s race today,” Jones 
said, “He has put three real good races together, and I believe 
he is a coming horse.
